Boys  cau  with  per- 
fect safety  reach  the  College  as 
Dr.  Lowrey  indicates.  We  would 
say  to  the  boys,  though  thrown  out 
of  your  course,  do  not  be  thrown 
off  your  purpose  to  attend  the  Col- 
l«ge.  You  can  enter  yet,  and  do  a 
good  session’s  work. 

We  would  call  special  attention 
to  the  article  of  Dr.  Kinabrew’sin 
this  issue.  It  breathes  the  right 
spirit.  It  the  suggestions  he  makes 
were  headed,  there  would  be  some 
happy  families  in  the  land,  and 
some  better  work  would  be  done 
than  can  be  done  under  the 
regime  that  obtains  now  in  most 
places.  He  is  right.  Pastors 
and  flocks  greatly  need  to  be 
drawn  more  olosely  together,  if  we 
would  have  the  beet  reeulte  in 
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church  work.  It  requires  constant 
tokens  ot  appreciation  to  neivo  a 
pastor  for  his  best  efforts.  And  in 
addition  to  the  encouragement  that 
would  be  given  the  pastor,  would 
bo  the  reflex  influence  of  sue*  ac- 
tions upon  the  churches.

Brethren, 
wo  know  we  have  your  sympathy 
and  prayers  while  we  are  exposed 
to  fever  in  bringing  out  Tire  H ap- 
tist.  Many  have  written  us  to  this 
effect.  We  greatly  appreciate  this 
interest  ip  us.  But  while  you  pray 
do  not  forget  we  are  in  great  need 
of  money  to  pay  onr  bills  incident 
to  publishing  Tbb  Baptist.  Please 
do  not  put  us  off ; but  send  at  once 
to  this  office  wbat  you  owe.  The 
mailing  facilities  are  in  perteot 
working  order.  We  are  doing  our 
best,  and  not  alarmed,  because  we 
feel  that  we  are  at  our  post  of  duty 
Will  you  not  help  us?  Wo  feel 
that  you  will. 

On  September  29,  President  Mc- 
Kinley approved  the  verdifct  ot 
court-martial  trial  of  Capt.  Oberlin 
M.  Carter,  corps  of  engineer*,  U. 
S.  A.  Charges  were  preferred 
against  him  by  Gen  John  M.  Wil- 
son, chief  of  engineers,  on  Doc.  13, 
1898.  The  charge  was  that  he  and 
others  bad  entered  into  a conspira- 
cy to  defraud  the  United  States  of 
river  and  harbor  appropriations 
for  8avannah  and  other  places, 
stating  that  he  had  already  appro- 
priated fpr  his  own  use  from  *1,- 
600,000  to  32,000,000.  Gen.  Otis, 
now  commanding1  in  the  Phillip- 
ines,  presided  In  the  trial  which 
lasted  several  months.  The  trial 
resulted  in  the  following  verdict: 

And  the  court  does,  therefore, 
sentence  the  accused,  Capt.  Oberlin 
M.  CarteK  corps  of  engineers,  Un- 
ited States  Army,  to  be  dismissed 
from  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  to  suffer  a fine  of  *5,000,  to 
be  confined  at  hard  labor  at  such 
place  as  the  propel  authority  may 
direct,  for  five  years,  and  the  arime, 
punishment,  name  and  place  of 
abode  of  the  accused  to  be  publish- 


ed in  the  newspapers  in  and  about 
the  station  and  the  Stato  from 
which  the  accused  came,  or  where 
be  usually  resides. 

It  is  frequently  said  that  govern- 
ment officials  can  misappropriate 
funds  with  impunity.  In  many 
cases  they  may;  but  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  above  case  show  that 
our  government  is  not  dead  to  a 
sense  of  light,  but  will,  on  suffi- 
cient evidence,  inflict  punishment 
adequate  to  tho  crime.  Christian 
people  ought  to  pray  more  for  our 
government  officials  and  censure 
less.

II  I bad  a daughter  off  at  school 
I should  pay  for  a copy  of  my 
State  denominational  paper  and 
have  it  mailed  weekly  to  her  at 
the  College;  and  I should  do  this 
though  I knew  that  the  College 
Reading  Room  were  reciving  a 
score  of  religious  papers  every 
weok.  I do  not  expect  to  send  a 
daughter  off  to  school  right  soon  ; 
but  one  of  these  years,  I hope  to 
give  you  a subscription  tor  Mr. 
Jarman  Lowrey,  care  Mississippi 
College,  Clinton,  Miss.;  and  to  re- 
new that  subscription  annually  for 
a dozen  or  a score  of  years,  only 
changing  the  given  name  as  my 
numerous  sons  sneoeed  each  other 
.it  College.  When  my  boys  grad- 
uate with  honors  from  Mississippi 
College  I shall  feel 'humiliated,  if 
they  are  not  well  up  on  Baptist 
doctrine,  Baptist  work,  and  Bap- 
tist affairs  generally,  and  if  they 
are  not  acquainted,  and  in  fair 
touch  with  the  great  and  noble 
Baptist  Brotherhood  of  Missis- 
sippi. 

I am  surprised  that  so  few  par- 
ents sond  the  State  denominational 
peper  to  their  children  at  College. 
As  I look  back  over  a lifetime 
spent  thus  far  in  a female  sehool,  I 
am  surprised  to  see  bow  few  pu- 
pils I have  had  who  received  their 
denominational  papers  and  read 
them  regularly  in  their  rooms. 
Among  the  few,  I think  just  now 
of  the  daughter  of  that  typical  Bap- 
tist layman,  Dr.  Jno.  8.  Carothers, 
and  the  two  daughters  of  that  vet- 
eran preacher  and  model  citizen, 
A.  A.  Lomax.  Then  there  waa  a

genuine,  consecrated  Methodist 
girl,  Dora  Beevers,  who  received 
and  read  her  Christian  Advocate  like 
a letter  from  home.  She,  like  on* 
ot  Bro.  Lomax’s  daughters,  has 
been  called  up  higher,  and  has  left 
the  memory  of  her  beautiful  Chris 
tian  character  to  bless  and  inspire 
us,  for  years  to  come.  I might 
mention  a few  others  but  the  num- 
ber is  distressingly  small. 

A Mississippi  Baptist  girl  off  at 
school  ought  to  have  The  Raptist 
in  her  own  room,  where  her  eyes 
would  constantly  fall  upon  it  and{ 
where  she  could  pick  it  up  and  read 
it  at  any  time  when  she  had  a few 
spare  moments.

No  two  dollars  that  ft 
father  spends  on  his  child’s  oollege 
course  will  be  better  spent  than 
that  which  pays  for  the  denomina- 
tional paper  to  make  its  weekly 
visits  to  her  room.  A female  school 
man  constantly  sees  that  parents 
need  waking  up  on  the  importance 
of  haying  their  children  intelligent 
and  broadly  informed  about  reli- 
gion and  religious  work. 

If  these  random  thoughts  find 
their  way  into. the  columns  of  The 
Bbptist,  I shall,  perhaps,  some  day 
tell  you  some  more  things  that  ft 
female  school  man  sees.

SOME  CHANGES. 

Tbe  ministerial  students  who 
room  in  our  two  oottages  are  no 
longer  required  to  do  their  own 
cooking.  A negro  roan  is  now  em- 
ployed to  do  the  cooking.  It  is 
the  judgment  of  the  board,  that 
the  time  of  the  students  is  of  more 
value  than  the  little  money  needed 
to  pay  for  the  cooking.  Also  the 
food  is  better,  more  hralthful  and 
much  more  satisfactory  to  the  stu- 
dents themselves.  Wearosurethe 
friends  will  approve  this  change. 

Tbe  cooking  Is  done  in  one  of  ibe 
cottages,  where  also  is  the  dining 
room.  In  tbe  other  cottage  a good 
and  convenient  storeroom  is  provi- 
ded, where  all  supplies  and  boxes 
of  provisions  are  kept.  This  store- 
room is  in  charge  of  ene  of  the 
students  known  as  steward,  and  is 
kept  carefully  locked  up.  All 
boxes  of  provisions  or  supplies 
sent  by  friends  are  carried  directly 
to  this  storeroom  and  well  taken 
care  of  till  used  up. 

We  have  now  16  ministerial  stu- 
dents in  those  two  cottages,  and 
need  provisions  for  them,  or  money 
to  buy  with. 

The  new  cottage,  No.  8 is  partly 
built,  but  hindered  for  a few  days, 
by  difficulty,  on  acoount  of  quar- 
antine, ol  getting  some  ot  the 
building  material.

In  God’s  dealings  with  us  He  ap- 
peals to  o>ur  judgment.  “ Come, 
now,  and  let ^ tut  reason  together.” 

Moral  and  religious  obligations 
uea  aot  be  impressed  upon  the 
mind  ol  an  > or  an  idiot.' 
Heece  God  dovaf  out  bold  them  re 
spoasihle.  Us  never  appeals  to 
them  through  his  gospel:  bat 
With  you,  who  are  intelligent,  and 
wuun  He  has  qslled  into  Hia  ser- 


merely  drifting  with  the  tide. 
They  are,  however,  by  nature  well 
equipped,  capable  of  doing  good 
work;  but  they  are  undecided, 
have  no  purpose  in  view,  and  are 
therefore  neither  u«etul  nor  happy.
